Raising grain from 
year to year, impoverishes the soil and 
makes firming uuprofi able. 
The best

industries, the attempt to separate the 
field from the factory, will in a short time 
produce thriftlessness ani discouragement. 
The States which have succeeded the best, 
the States which have the most money in 
bank stock and in saying institutions, are 
those which arc engaged most heavily in 
manulac’ures.

Inhabitants thau Wisconsin, and yet, en 
the tir^t day ol November list it bad in 
bank capital $95,497,OJO, more than New 
York and ll millions more than all the 
Western States put together I Little Rhode 
Island, which is hardly large enough for a 
base-hall field, aud which his a population 
ol only 250,090, has 20 millions of bank 
capital paid in, more than Indiana or 
Illinois, and seven times m ire than Wis­ 
consin which has live times the popula­ 
tion. Conuectijut had a population of only 
540,000 at the last census, but in November

dollars 
in bank capita! paid in, which was more 
than that of Illinois, Wisconsin, Iowa and 
Minnesota, buying in the aggregate more 
than ten times the population ! 
The latter 
States 
together with all the Western 
States, are wnat may be properly called 
agricultural States, while those of New 
England are manufacturing States. Then 
take the deposits in savmg3 and other 
banks. T negieat Western States, with 
the.r broad ii_-IJs and abundant harvest^, 
have in bank deposits only 120 millions of 
dollars; the Southern States have only 47 
millions; the Pacific Slates md Territories 
have but ICI millions, and yet the six email 
New England States whose music is the 
almost ceaseless noise of the workshop and 
factory, hid on deposit in the various banks 
in November last, 453 millions of dollars! 
These figures may sterile our readers, but 
they are reliable, and more than that they 
are poweriuiiy significant. The manufac­ 
turing States have grown rich out of the 
W est, and the working people of N e^ 
England have rn >re that five times the sav­ 
ings of a l i f e Western workingmen put 
together. This needs no explanation. The 
West is 
eking out its 
existence in 


tiling the soil, while the Eastern States 
combine agriculture with manufacture. 
The time has pas: 
when Wisconsin

Moreland is devoted to gram rais­ 
ing than the circumstances warrant, and 
not sufficient attention is paid to manufac­ 
tures.

Walker recommends the repea 
of that provision of the law of 1850 which 
provides that the enumeration ol popula­ 
tion shall be made by Deputy Marshals 
He thinks the census t .kern should be ap­ 
pointed on the ground of fillies?.

ommends that the Secretary of the Interior 
be authorized to appoint Census Supervis­ 
ors tor the different States, not to exceed

Among the most enter 
taming reminiscences related in the book 
is the following account of a “barnng- 
o u t” : 
My early life was made miserable by one 
M ulberry Hangs, a gentleman of the old 
school, who devoted himself to reading, 
writing and arithmetic, and the general 
use of a stick. 
Upon my head and other 
parts of my pel son he imprinted himself 
so positively that I can see him now as 
plainly as if we had parted but yesterday. 
fie was a stout man, who made in his fig­ 
ure, when made in profile, Hogarth's line 
of beauty, being ronnd shouldered and 
crooked in the legs. He was a blonde. 
The hair of his head had*that sunny tinge 
so much admired to-day,and when rubbed 
I down with a tallow-candle, as was his 
wont to dress it, we9 so smooth and 
straight that .the boys believed that the 
flies slipped down and broke their legs. 
His eyes.w ere dark and fierce, and, hid 
under the cavernous recesses made by his 
bushy red eyebrows, seemed to watch like 
evil spirits over his precious nose. 
The 
nose was a ruby nose, bottle in .shape, and 
when Hangs was angry, which appeared lo 
be all the time, it glowed like the head­ 
light of a locomotive. 
His mouth was fin­ 
ished without lips and resembled a slit in a 
piece of sole leather. 
Old Bings was famous for hi3 power of 
resistance, and boasted that no school of 
blo bad ever succeeded in conquering in 
barring him out. 
There were two big 
boys in school named Hill Henning and 
Hob Strong. They were knotty-headed, 
broad-shouldered, and hard-listed fellows, 
who worked through the summer tor 
means to attend school duriog the winter. 
Each, in turn, had been unmercifully 
whipped by the master, and it was under­ 
stood 
throughout 
the 
school 
that 
the 
barring-cut of Master .Hangs was 
to be accomplished aud old scores settled. 
The evening before the general engagement 
dill and Hob, our noble leaders, with a iew 
confederates, stole back to the school house 
armed with hickory poles. Breaking open 
ilia door, they whittled one end of these 
lough sapplings to a point, and then hard­ 
ened the points in the fire. 
Then placing 
these in a corner ready tor use, with a stout 
cord, they gave orders to the boys willing 
to take part in the fight to be on hand ai 
the school house before daylight the next 
morning. 
At the lim e indicated nearly all 
the fads were in attendance. 
Some were 
pale and trembling, others were noisy aud 
b a tf u l, but I observed that the real lead­ 
ers and reliable soldiers were quiet—so 
quiet, indeed, that one m ight doubt them 
Our first order was to cut and carry In 
enough wood to serve tho g a rc o n during 
the siege. This was promptly executed. 
The window shutters were pulled to and 
securely nailed, the door cleped and decks 
iud benches pile i against it. 
After two 
port holes were opened by removing the 
chinks and daubing, aud gathered ab jut a 
roaring fire in the huge fire-place, we 
waited the approach of the enemy. As the 
time approached tor the master's coming a 
I read silence tell upon the little crowd, so 
bat when he did come we could hear his 
heavy trea I upon the crushing snow, aud 
nauy a heart sunk aud face whitened in 
urror. 
The leaders sprang lo their posts 
JU each side of the door, and, on being 
ordered to surrender, boldly demanded a 
week's holiday and a treat of cider aud ap­ 
ples. 
This was sternly refused. 
“F ire !” 
cried HUI and Hob, aud two poles were 
nrust out with a1 the strength the stout 
inns could give them. 
They took the in­ 
dignant pedagogue in the sides with such 
tome that but for a thick flannel overcoat 
Holes m ight have been made in his wicked 
body. 
As it was, he staggered back, and 
tor twenty minutes or more we saw him 
sitting upon a log catching hi? breath and 
rubbing his wounded sides. 
We gave no 
end of loud cheers, claiming for ourselves 
the first knock-dowu, if not the firs; blood. 
Al the end of twenty minutes the mas­ 
ter arose. 
Digging a large stone from the 
snow', he approached .and threw It with 
reat violence against the door. Tne stout 
>ak batting fairly shook under the blow, 
but held its own. 
Another aud another 
fallowed, amid jeers and laughter, encour­ 
aged by our noble leaders to keep up the 
courage of their followers. 
The fourth 
-done split the door, and the filth broke the 
upper wooden hinge, and but for the bar­ 
ricade within the breach would haye been 
available. The enemy, now being aware 
>t the defence within, suddenly dropped 
the stone and fan in al the door. We were 
uot to be taken by surprise. 
Again were 
he sharp lances thrust out. 
One hit with 
decided effect in the commissary, vulgarly 
called stomach, the other, as he stooped 
d rubied by the pain, in the face, infiictiug 
an ugly wound, from which the blood 
fiowt d rn profusion. 
He retreated, and we 
saw him fairly dance with rage and pain. 
The more of this he indulged in the w ild­ 
er grew our delight, W hich we testified in 
screams of laughter. 
He soon ended this 
exhibition and disappeared around the 
echool house, evidently on a reconnois- 
sauce. There was a dead silence, and we 
realized that which we have so often felt 
since, the unknown movement of a silent 
enemy. 
This was ended by a noise upon 
the roof, and soon volumes of smoke pour­ 
ing into the room told us that strategy had 
taken the place of assault. 
We were to be 
smoked out. 
F o ra moment our leaders 
x>ked puzzled. Fortunately, in the ex­ 
citement of the conflict the fire had not 
been fed, and now only a few chunks and 
embers supplied the smoke. 
These were 
scattered upon the broad hearth and wa­ 
ter thrown in to extinguish the rem ainder. 
Then Hill and Hob, selecting four ot the 
toutest poles, thrust them up the chimney, 
and at the word we gave, to use our own 
phase, "a bloody h ’st.” The consequences 
were a rattling ot falling boards, with the 
unmistakable thum p of a heavier body 
upon the ground. 
We found afterward 
that the master had not only covered the 
chim ney-top with boards, but had seated 
himself upon them; the sudden andlunex- 
ptcted “hist” had tumbled .him off. 
We 
heard dismal groans and cries tor relief 
from the enemy. 
Some were in favor of 
going at once to his assistance; others, 
more cautious, opposed such a merciful 
en and. •‘H e’s hollering too loud to be 
hurt much,” said shrewed Bob. 
We had a division in our council ot war. 
This ended iu a call for a volunteer to 
make a sortie and investigate. Jack Loder 
one of the most daring and active among 
the younger boys, responded. 
A shutter 
on the opposite side to the cries for help 
was opened quickly, and Jack thrust out. 
The result ut this was not only a cessation 
of groaning, but a chase that we witnessed 
through the port-holes. 
Jack was a good 
runner, and when the two disappear! d 
over the meadow into the willow thicket 
Jack was gaining on him, and we bad good 
hopes of his escape. 
To our dismay and 
horror, we saw the master returning with 
poor Jack in his grasp. 
He had a hostage 
and was swift in the use of the advantage. 
Stopping before the house he began w hip­ 
ping Hie poor fellow unmercifully. Jack's 
cries wexe piteous. “Ob, let him iu, boys; 
let him in; he’s a killin’ me,” rung in our 
ears. 
There was a hurried consultation. 
The benches and de^ks were quietly re ­ 
moved from the door. 
A sortie had been 
determined upon. The master stood at the 
side of the house, south of the door, and as 
soon as the opening was made Hill un­ 


closed a shutter and proposed a parley 
The answer was a rush at the open win­ 
dow by the master, who began climbing 
in. Brave little Jack seized him by the 
legs, and before be could kick them off a 
dozen stout lads were clinging to them 
while as many more held him on the in­ 
side. Hill seized the rope and attempted 
to pass the noose over his arms. 
In the 
hurry and confusion of the fight he suc­ 
ceeded only in getting it over his head. 
Pulling it as the boys did, there was a fair 
prospect of ending the useful labors oi 
this teacher by strangulation. 
That be 
deserved it no one of us doubted; but Hob, 
baying climbed over the master in the 
window, aud with all the school pulling at 
the cuds of old Hangs, was soon master of 
the situation. Getting hold of the rope and 
assisted by Hill, Le succeeded in tying the 
arms of the almost-exhau9ted man to his 
sides. He was then tumbled from tho 
wiodow as unceremoniously as a pig. 
“ Will you give up 
demanded our 
leader. 
“No,” gasped the master. 
•Then we’il put you down the w e ll; 
hanged if we don't I” 
Tne brave old pedagogue still refusing, 
he was dragged, rolled, and tumbled to the 
well-curb. 
“ Will you give up, dem you ?” dem and- 
c I Bob. 
“N o ; I won’t !” 
He was shoved inside of the bucket and 
orders given to lower. But the weight 
proved too much for the lads, and, the 
crack of the windlass slipping from their 
grasp, the learning of our district w ent 
whirling to the bottom with a thundering 
noise befitting such an exit. 
This was 
more than was bargained for. 
Had we 
really murdered the master ? Hob aL l Bill, 
assisted by the stoutest, began pulling up 
the unfortunate old fellow. It was bard 
work, aud, tugging at the windlass, they 
just caught a glimpse of his blonde head 
when a wild cry of “ Fire !” caused them to 
let gfl, and again the venerable Hangs rat­ 
tled down with a splash in the water. The 
schoolhouse was oa fire; the chunks pulled 
out by the boys had communicated lo the 
ll >or, aud the dry old concern was id a 
blaze. A few neighbors who juH theu ar- 
rived gave the alarm, aud attempted to ex­ 
tinguish the ffames. 
To do this they called 
for water, and the first bucket brough up 
contained the vanquished teacher. He came 
up with his teeth chattering, and when 
lilted out and untied was too weak to 
stand or sit. 
The schoolhouse burned 
down. The master was carried to a neigh­ 
bor's house, and for weeks hung between 
life aud death. 
We were regarded as 
heroes by the country side, and in the 
earning of our place of torture and (lie 
sickness of the master we were the h ap p i­ 
est set of little animals in the world.

Mr. Fenner Kimball, who has been one 
of the oldest and most active members of 
the organization, and to whose efforts, as 
much 
or 
more 
than 
to 
the 
efforts of 
any 
other one 
person, 
is due the credit of the prosperity which 
has attended the organization, resigned his 
active membership. 
He was unanimously 
placed upon the roll of honorary members, 
and chosen as honorary business manager. 
The Band also showed their appreciation 
of his valuable services by a vote of thanks 
and by many less formal but no less earn­ 
est expressions of mingled regrets and 
gratitude.
